WHEREAS, The State Board of Control of the State of Tex/in, act Ing ty wid through

ltd Chairman, Claude C. Teer, has reotieeted permieBion to build * concrete retaining wall

between the sidewalk line and the property line on the south side of West llth Street,

which retaining wall is to extend westerly from a point approximately two feet east of the

west line of Colorado Street to a point approximately two feet west of the east line of

Lavaoa Street, and thenoe southerly along the eaet side of Lavaoa Street to a point appro*

imately two feet south of the south line of said Weet llth Street, the street face of

which retaining wall is to be four feet from the property line and one foot from the side-

walk line as shown upon the blue print hereto attached marked 1-A-77S, which blue print

is hereby made a part of thle resolution; and

WHEREAS, The object of this retaining wall is to prevent further erosion of the'

ground surface, thereby protecting the roots of the flhado treeo now existing adjacent to

the site of the proposed retaining vail; and

WHEREAS, The City Engineer has reviewed the plane ae presented by said Board of

Control; and

WHEREAS, The City Council has favorably considered Bald request; therefore!

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OP AUSTIN:

THAT permission is hereby granted to the State Board of Control of the State of

Texas to construct a reinforced concrete retaining wall around a portion of the City block

upon which the Governor's Mansion is now located, which retaining wall is to extend west-

erly from a point approximately two feet east of the west line of Colorado Street to a

point approximately two feet wast of the eaet Una of Lavaoa Street, and thence southerly

along the east side of Lavaoa Street to a point approximately two feet south of the south

line of Weet llth Street, the street face of which retaining wall is to be four feet from

the property line and one foot from the sidewalk line as shown upon the blue print hereto

attached marked l-A-776", which blue print Is hereby made a part of this resolution; and

THAT the retaining wall shall be constructed by a bonded contractor .and the work

shall be carried on under the supervision and direction of the City Engineer of the City

of Austin and shall be constructed in accordance with City specifications governing this

type of construction*

maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gaa mains In the streets in the

City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by the Olty

Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY OOUW01L OF THE OITY OF AUSTIN I

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains In and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in BOWIE STREET from Weet Jrd Street to Weet 5*^ Street, the center-
line of whloh gas main shall be 22 feet east of and parallel to the went line of said
Bowie Street. Said zas main described above shall have a cover of not lees than 2$ feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other underground utilities

but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does

not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may be required at special points.



When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon th« c*ound ae to

elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assifmmente, they

shall apply to the City Engineering Department not leea than three (3) days before euoh

information ie required. The Texae Public Service Company le further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground

utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution.

AMD THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches. '

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the etreete

and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid, ehall

be under the supervision and direction of the Olty Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company by the Oity of Austin
